lltni Cai'tnnn v-as essentially a 
poet of red-blooded liumaii life" nc- 
cordliiK to liis cousin, intimate friend 
ond fellow-poet, Cliarlos G. Robcrtfi, 
who addressed the St. James Literary 
Society last night on the subject, 
•■niiss Camian; the man and Ills 
*t>rks." 

Dr. nobci-ts, himself a Canadian 
Voet of consldera,blo merit provided 
Ills hearers with an intimate word- 
plcHirc of that greatest of all Cana- 
dian pools, uncovering as lie did many 
incklcnts In the early life of the poet 
wiikh only his intimate linowleJee of 
Camian could have rcvoajed. 

Carman was a native of Frederic- 
ton, and though .a great deal of hia 
t»ootry ic apostolic, at the eame lime 
V.» had a great talent for ■wrltlnR 
thlnsa of a virile nature, characteris- 
tic of the Canadian with Ills love of 
nature and the opcrrr 

Not Competitive Athlete 

While at college. Carman in spite 
of his six feet four of heisht, and 
largo build, did not go in for competi- 
tive sport to any lare« desree, but 
eonfincd h!mselt to the non-competi- 
live activilio? of long-distanco swlm- 
nilns and running, as well as canoeing 
at which ho excelled. Hp could run 
for hours through the woods without 
tiring with a kind of loping Indian 
Firide. .Mtogether, according to Dr. Uo- 
bcrts, although there was to the Ijest 
of the family knowledge, no Indian 
blood In Carman, he seemed to have 
absorbed a great number of the char- 
acterisUcs of ttae Jndians of whom he 
was always very fond and among 
whom ho had a groat number of 
friends. 

.Vfter studying for some time In 
Canada the poet went to pursue his 
Ktudles in England. A peculiar trait 
in his character was his dependence 
on the companionship of his friends, 
nnd this made itself so strongly felt 
while in Oxford that he suddenly left 
that place and -went to continue his 
■EHi'Ji*>s in Edinburgh where he had a 
friend. 

In spite of his student days In the 
United Kingdom, ho never entered In- 
to the Bpiril of the people among 
whom he lived and the period spent 
In i;tudy at the Engilsh and Scottish 
Universities has left absolutely no

Australian Books 
Gayer After War 

Literature Less Melancholy 
Than Before Conflict 



SYDNEY DESCRIBED 



M. Legate Discusses Works 
of Antipodeaus Novelists 
And Writers 



''The Great war made Australia na- 
tion-conscious, and.^ïthe melancholy, 
which formerly characterized its liter- 
ature has been replaced by a gayer 
and lighter tone," said D. M. Legale, 
McGill graduate, in a leciure on "Tho 
Book AVorld Under tho Southern 
Cross" yesterday before the AVomcn's 
Art Society In Stevenson Hall. 

Ho outlined tho prose and poetry of 
Australia from earliest times and said 
that she had contributed at, least one 
great novelist, some distinctly original 
verse, and had influenced tho works of 
several prominent writers who had re- 
sided there for a time. 

SadnMt Predominant 

The liislory of Australian literature, 
tiie speaker observed, was notewortiiy 
for the fact that its prose obtained 
depth from the attitude of tiie earlier 
poets, who, if they exaggerated the 
solitude of station or ranch life, 
neverthless painted many a true pic- 
ture of the stoic endurance of the 
pioneer.^. Tho strain of .sadness wliich 
made itself apparent In her first poet, 
Barron Field, and wliicli was typical 
of much later verse, dominated Aus- 
tralia's prose for decades and found 
its best expression in .the trilogy, 
"Tlie Fortunes of Itlchard Mahoncy," 
from the pen of the powerful woman 
novelist who writes under the noni- 
de-plume of Henry Handel Jtlcliard- 
son. 

From the time when Henry Kings- 
ley, younger brotlier of the famous 
Charles Klngslcy, emigrated to Aus- 
tralia to try his luck in the guld- 
fleld.s, during which period he wrote 
"Recollections of Ocoffrcy Jlanilln" 
and "The Hlllyurs and the Burtons," 
which are today regarded as classics, 
down to the present day of Ricliard- 
son, Collins, Dorothy Cottrell, C. J.

Mr. H. II. Black Gives Inter- 
esting Lecture Illustrated 

By Slides 

"What better slogan could wo use 
for the development of Montreal than 
'Tho St. Lawrence mado Monti'cnl' 
or '.Montreal made tho St. Lawrence,'" 
declared Mr. H. II. Black of the 
Ciinard nnd Anchor-Donaldson Steam- 
ship Company, A\-ho delivered an il- 
lustrated lecture last evening on 
"Glasgow" under tho auspices of the 
City Improvement League at tho Mc- 
Gill Chemistry building. Chairman A. 
.T. Livinson of tho CitizcnRlilp Com- 
mittee of tho Ijcague presided and tho 
Introduction of tho speaker was made 
by Mr. J. C. Edwards. 

Glasgow is governed by a Lord Pro- 
vost, magistrates and ,1. town council 
composed of 111 popularly elected 
representatives from 37 wards. The 
town council elects tho Lord Provost 
from their own number as well as 
20 b.allics. The corporation supplies 
water, gap, electricity and a tramway 
service, besides operating museums, 
picluro galleries, public libraries, 
lodging houses and model dwellings 
for working people. 

Founded by St. Mungo 

The foundation oC Glasgow dates 
back to the sixth century when St. 
Mungo founded it church on the banks 
of the Molcndinar, a tributary of the 
Clyde but It was not untii 1175 that 
AVllllani tho Lion granted a charter 
constituting the- community Into the 
burgh of Barony. King .T.onies II by 
charter dated 1450 erected Glasgow 
Into a' royal burgh. This year wit- 
nessed the establishment of the Uni- 
versity of Glasgow. 

About 1C30 Glasgow, with a popu- 
lation of 15,000, began rapidly to take 
lUs place In tho world of commence 
and by 1717 it was one of tho great 
commercial nnd Industrial centers of 
the British ICinjidoni. Tho population 
Increased so that in ISO I it hud 
reafhed 77,385, and by 192C it was 
1,121,510. 

Difficulties Overcome 

.\n initial difficulty in developing 
Glasgow's commerce was the inability 
to brhiK ."hips up tho River Clyde, 
l;ut In 1760 the task of deepening a 
fifteen mllo strdtch of sh.Tllow stream 
was undertaken, which gradually led 
to the city becoming recognized as the 
groale.-il ."Iiip-huildlnK center In the 
world. Tho liner ".\riuitania" was 
built on tho Clyde while at the present

LARGE ATTENDANCE 

Professor Dawson Gave Ad- 
dress at Westmount 
Y.M.CA. Yesterday 

The first lecture ot the series on the 
Social Development of tho Child, which 
Is being sponsored by the Department 
of Extra-Mural Relations, was given 
yesterday In tho Westmount Y.M.CA. 
b.v Dr. C. A. Dawson, director ot the 
School for Social AVorkers. Dr. Daw- 
son took for his subject tho family 
situations in child development. 

In discussing this topic the speaker 
indicated that one of the principal fac- 
tors which is noticeable In family life 
today is Its instability due to the 
amount of divorce, desertion and de- 
linquency now existing. The Industrial 
revolution, said tho speaker, is greatly 
responslbio for the condition. 

Growth of Family 
.Dr. Dawson spoke of the beginnings 
of families. . Families begin with 
wandering. Larger families communi- 
cate their resources to new families and 
guide them. The Biological factors, 
tho speaker said, aro se.^ dlvls;'-"' Im- 
pulses and division of work. These 
aro at the basis ot family life. Family 
instability fluctuates but Psychological 
basis remains the same, down the ages. 

The social unity of a family depends 
and has depended upon.common tradi- 
tions, ideas and sentiments, but to- 
day Individuality Is being emphasised. 
People leave theii"- own individual 
Ideas but these should not be practised 
to the exclusion ot the welfare of the 
family. This, said Dr. Dawson pro 
motes '-.nilly unity. 

Functions of Family 
Under tho head of tho functions of 
the family come the producing of chil- 
dren, their education, and the develop- 
ment of their personality. The lecturer 
stated that man is not born a human 
being but is created one, and tt is In 
the family circle that this Is done. The 
tr.sk of EUldlng children in the midst 
of conflicting standards of a commun 
Ity I3 an important one. 

.\ child must learn to control food 
tensions and form habits which arc 
socially' sanctioned. Tho conventlal 
form of human life is taugh by habits 
fornVcd lii the early llto of a child In 
whicli family life plays an Important 
part. 

Tho over-sophisticated child, the 
good child, the clinging child and the 
timid child aro not wholcsomo and 
should bo watched by the parents, de- 
clared Professor Dawson in finishing 
his address.

In spile ol; this, 
however, medical students seem to find 
time for extra-curricular work in Eng- 
lish, Philosophy and Theology, to mention 
tho three most popular subjects of outside 
investigation.

Spoken drama, I suppose, now implies 
I he tulltii a, und although for many of us it is gen- 
erally dlffiuult to separate tho ore of tlie droma 
from the dross of the "spoken", it will also come 
uiider notice. ^

■yVe are hcoiiii,- thin week "Marigold", which 
tlie New Yorkers found rather sugary in senti- 
ment, but 700 performances ftt tho Kingaway 
Theatre, I-ondon, seems a good enougii recommen- 
dation. Nor was It damned i)y tho critics like an 
earlier Scots comedy, "Bunty Pulls the Strings", 



whose phenomenal run was tlie despair of the 
columnists of tho natiirallstlo school. 

London, by the way, is just shaking its head 
over a mediocre year, or at least that G. O. M. 
of lier Thentro Libre, Mr. J. T. Grcln, is—but 
then he nhviiys has a grand vision for tho stage. 
Ito places first, In success coupled with genius, 
Hurtolf BcBlor's "Tho Barretts of WImpoie Street"! 
and tho American tranche da vie "Street Scene". 
I was fortunate Onougii to attend tho first matinee 
of tho latter at tho Globe, at which Krin O Drlcn 
Mooro in particular made a splendid Improf-slon. 
interpetlng tho rich idiom of IChnor nice to foreign 
cars in Iter langorotrnly unmoduiateU voice through 
which pulHod tho whole futlio tragedy. Xîngland 
Sftcms moro than ready to welcome any serious 
work from the United States, and fears tliat the 
.'.sscntlally American locale might be puzzling 
abroad proved groundless. Is that because tho 
problem posed wos tinged with universality, or 
because tho national ta'stc is not meticulous about 
superficialities? 

* + ♦ 

Spcnking of national taste, I see that Mr. Mor- 
gan-Poweii stated that "Nine Till Six", though 
splendidly acted, did not appeal to Canadians. 

This study of a Regent Streot-dressmakcr's 
personnel was. of course, a failure In Now York 
which iitdicates a disturbing similarity to our 
own dislikes. Why should it have failed in Am- 
erica? surely not-worst of all excuscs-because 
thero were no men in It, and it did not therefore 
interest the ladles? But, seriously, I think It was 
because tho play Intimated certain unfamiliar as- 
pects of London social life that bewUdered audi- 
enoes and found them quite out of their depth. 
For example. It Is difficult to understand here 
such an action as that of the girl who really stole 
the dresses: she reasoned that tho only chance 
sho had of "getting off" with a man was to 'bor- 
row' finery which she could not afford to buy and 
attract the other Fex while she was still -young 
and tho going was good. The- humility and eliame 
of such a procedure must have made many a spoilt 
darling In tho feminine democracy shiver and turn 
awoy. If any reoder hag other reasons why they 
think this Play did not take the popular foncy in 
America I will bo glad to publish them. 

<»• ♦ ♦ 
Tho talkiea are not having It ail their own 
way, at least In London. Several new theatres 
have been erected tliere lately (other old ones 
being relegated to the raucous reel) and they are 
in different styles, the quintessence of beauty m-' 
side. If merely Late English Ferro-Concreto out- 
side. The new Cambridge in Seven Dials— abode 
of cut-throats and reglcMea. Fagana and Artful 
Dodgers In the early nineteenth century— Is severe 
yet brilliant with its unrelieved sweep of sprayed 
gold leaf the only mural decoration. The White- 
hall, Just edging away from Trafalgar Square is 
in Black and White, while the Piecadilly'a en- 
semble iJroves that the baroque and Renaissance- 
elaboration can be much more pleasing than the 
last century chose to make It. 

♦ ♦ ♦ 

The «Id daya of the "gods" are dying with 
these new theatres, which abolish the appellation 
'gallery' and substitute 'amphitheatre', with seat- 
ing accommodation to match— sheer luxury for a 
matter of fifty-five cents. But you still submit 
to the effrontery which demonds that you pay 
for your programme, according to the price of 
your seat; further, amphitheatre aoata cannot be 
booked except In rara Inatances, though no one 
could give you a reason. However, the half-hour 
wait outside Is always beguiled with a rota of 
street entertainers who run strictly to schedule, 
collect their coppers, and are off. These artistes 
varj- from tho most pitiful warblers to really skil- 
ful and amusing turn* I saw a paper tearer this 
summer, for Instance, who could produce pictures 
varying from fire-engines to boxing matches.

New York seems to bo approaching once more 
a crisis over the old, old question of Stage Cen- 
sorship. They are at prosent Quite free from of- 
flclal interference, but many private bodies "have 
been stirring up the mud. Bishop Manning was 
kind enough to aay that h« would like to see 
censorship avoided aa long aa 'the aUge purged 
Itself of nith, yet It must be confessed he appear- 
ed very dubious about tho outlook. The New 
York stage, It seems to me, U v»ry unstable In 
the very number of hole-and-corner shows which 
come and go: nondescript amusements that sur- 
vive merely a few days and are gone. It Is per- 
haps chiefiy these that offer much of the transient 
indecency ac4 pornography of their drama. Apart 
from that the American brond of rovue wit would 
wnd a Frenchman homo feeling as If he had been 
to il .Salvation Army meeting: a smutty Joko or 
innuendo has to be sniggered at all round tho 
stage, paHsed up to the balconies and back to the 
chorus for about two minutes before yj^- are 
tlirougii with it. In a French faree, like Seymour 
nick's Inimitable adaptation "Mr. What's-Uis- 
Nanie" one is always about five lauglis behind the 
dialogue ail the time. But Hoover help America 
if censorship Is passed In Now York! l.oeal au- 
thority will follow suit everywhere; and reniom- 
her, Cardiff City Council banned .Maurice Cheva- 
lier Just recentlyl

Tho account of activities of the various major 
Little Tiieatrea In the United Slntos ninkcs de- 
pressing reading. Out of at Inasl n. hundred pro- 
ductions noted In more or less tho forty-elghl 
states of tha Union, Shaw and Shakespeare (I'm 
sure Shakespeare won't mind) wore being 
played twice each In r>oceml)ar, . and O'Nolli onoo. 
A few Kngilsii dromatista of the calibre of Jlllne 
were represented, Barrle by a couplo of one-act 
plays, and the rest, as far as worlh-whilo pro- 
ductlons go, was silence. It is appalling to think 
of alt the perfectly good time liclng wasted on 
fooUing plays not one whit better than our staple 
Orpheum programo. Thero is no hobby moro ex- 
acting and giving leas apparent return for outlay 
ihon amateur dramatics, and yet these companies 
chose plays with less care than I would a pair 
of shoe lades. Either that, or they are aeliing 
their souls for a bargain in royalties or the ap- 
proval of Main Street in general, namcmbor Carol 
Kennlcott's endeavours in that direction in Gopher 
Prairie?

And now for the talkies. This year has un- 
doubtedly seen a wonderful improvement In llio 
drumatio as well as mechanical technique of the 
two-dimensional drama. Even tho English admit 
that, and you know how they love the talkloa. 
I found out, Incldontally, Hint they had mora rea- 
son than due ullowunce for unpleasant foreign ac- 
cents, niannorisnis, nnd above all, moronic tiiomes 
would grant. It appears, as 1 noted tliis summer, 
tiiat apart from tho West End, where higher- than 
llioatro prices are often ciiarged, London la forced 
to ace filnia that certaitily wouldn't dure show their 
cloae-ups In Canada; perfectly appalling produc- 
tions, while the better films aro gonorally very 
late In arriving at- suburban movie-houses.

mately 17,000 lives per V aiinumMr or 
the institutional trràtment^t'^tuDër- 
culosls, Glasgow has provided POO 
beds In hoipitals and 50 In sanatoria 
under its own management. 

At the close of the year, 1928, there 
were 88 public lavatories within the 
city limits. Whereas in 1891 only one 
public hall belonged to the city, there 
are now 28, all with" ball rooms cap- 
able of accommodating from 100 to 
1500 persons at a time. During the 
winter months, 'high grade concerts 
are given on Saturday afternoons at 
nominal charges at several ot Iheee 
halls. 

Provisions Mads Per Refute 

Elnce 1881 tho refuse of the city Is 
disposed of at large destructors and 
the products form an Important civic 
revenue. The revenue from this aouree 
has -netted Glasgow over Î1. 250,000 to 
date. The oldest public park in Glas- 
gow dates back to 18G2. and there are 
now 37 parks In the city covering 
14,740 acres of land. In addition, 62 
public bowling greens, 12t lawn tennis 
courts, 108 football fields and 5 
cricket grounds are open to the pub- 
lic. Unlike aiontrcal with its single 
public golf course, Glasgow provides 
six courses for its citizens. 

The city owns and operates four 
largo gas works, manufacturlns 9,000 
million cubic feet of gas for the pro- 
duction of which 841,043 tons Of coal 
were used. The generating stations, 
with 69 sub-stations, are conducted 
by. the corporation of Glasgow. The 
tramways, another 'civic owned and 
operated utility, comprise 200 miles of 
system, utilizing tramcart, busses and 
subway cai-s to the number of 1,153 
The subway is an underground cable 
railway with two parallel tunnels, 
each over six miles long. The fores 
arc a penny for three stations, l)e- 
yond which the rate Is three half- 
pence. Over 440,000,000 tickets were 
sj)ld last year on the tram service.

Women in College

Nina Wilcox Putnam has created 
quilo a stir In the realm of higher 
education by emphatically denounc- 
In;; college as unfit for tho i\mcrlcan 
t-'irl. MIek Putnam, in a recent article 
in College Humor ma^jazine, given us 
a vivid picture ot tho modern col- 
lege girl and offers .a strong plea for 
tho return of "the grande damo 
quality in Americlin womenfolk." ' 

"I feel college does lo girls what 
brandy docs 'to hard sauce, it hi)oI1s 
tlio ta.sto without adding a kick," 
says Wlss Putnam. "I think it's ii. 
heap moro importanl lo get m.ir- 
ried than, to go lo college, and I 
Kincerely believe that collcgo inter- 
feres with marriage, at least Willi 
successful marriage.' I invariably 
find a certain haidncss in the aver- 
ago college girl. She i.s unconsciously 
on tlie detonslvo all of tho tinie, ond 
this subconscious strain keeps lier 
from becoming perfectly natural. It's 
as though she had grown a sort of 
i.npleasant crust as a defense against 
a world that w^s not quite her own; 
a shell of polished surface that has 
no rola'lon to her real, feminine In- 
ner self and hampers that self in its 
natural functioning." 

Miss Putnam ■ belloycs IJiat tho 
purely feminine, college is a great 
detriment to tho undergraduate 
girl as .contrasted with the 
purely malo institution which, she 
asserts, is of great value to the 
undergraduaio boy. Slio favors co- 
education for women, and disap- 
proves of It for men. "I approve of 
college for men," she says, . "and I 
don't expect them to learn anything 
there out of books,,. I'm not that old- 
fashioned!" But aa a whole, Miss 
Putnam Bccni.y lo think tliat American 
colleges nio not Just wlinl teliy 
filioijJcl lie. "Wo Jinvo tried to suh- 
sllluto public Iniititulions of learning 
for ft tood homo training," she »ny9, 



Russia at Very 
Critical Period 
Says Dr. Hoover 

Duke Professor Believes Five 
Yeapr Plan Is Causing 
Great Sacrifice . 



—By Exchange Service- 
Last night at eight o'clock in room 
103 ot Bingham Hall, Calvin B. Hoov- 
er, professor of economics at Duke 
University, spoke for llio department 
of economics and commerce on the 
subject "Recent Economic Develop- 
ments in Russia." 

Professor Hoover' hîis spent nine 
months in Russia, In which ho travel- 
led 10,000 miles from the arctic circle 
to tho Trans-Siberian railway. Since 
he' know the Russian language ho was 
able to make a fairly ' comprehensive 
study of conditions In, that country 
and was able to study reports otiier 
than pure propaganda. Professor 
Hoover has written .several articles on 
Russia and also a book which has not 
yet come from the press. 

"Russia at tho present time," Pro- 
fessor Hoover said, "is at tho most 
critical timo in the onononilc develop- 
ment since the levoliitloii. A change 
is being mailo from tlio economic 
policy v/hlcii contains many copitalls- 
tic elements to a new cconomlo sys- 
tem which approaches ^^ure commun- 
l.«ni. Tills development has two Im- 
portant aspects: tho collectivisation 
ot agriculture and n. great program 
for the Induslrlallxution ot Russia. 

"This progr.im ot industrialization 
i.s comprehended In the flve-ycar plan. 
Tho program Is being carried on at the 
coat ot .the greatest sacrlflco on the 
part ot tho Russian jieople." Pro- 
fessor Hoover stated that this sacrlllcc 
is largely unwilling but that it is dic- 
tated by tho Communist party. He 
.°ald also .that, during the past two 
years there has been an extreme short- 
ago of consumption goods. "Tho short- 
ago ot food has almost reached famino 
proportions. Tho favorable harvest 
tlil.s year bus provided suflicient bread, 
but there is still a great sliorlago of 
Iiuultry, dairy and meat products. Con- 
Nidcrable progress has been made in 
tim Industrialization ot the country 
and there is ii large yearly increase in 
Industrial production . Tho quality 
of produotlon Ih unbelievably bad." > 

Concerning the second aspect of tho 
development, I'rofessor Hoover said 
that Jio collectivization of agriculture 
has meant, in practlcQ that the land 
has been taken from tho peasants and 
consolidated In large slate and collec- 
tive farms. "ISveiiliiuily it is Intend- 
ed," ho said, "thai, ail ot these farina 
will bo run by tractor power and thou- 
sands of tractors are now In use. The 
peasants opposed this collective agri- 
culture desperately. But ecopomlc, 
political and military pressure Is com- 
pelling: them to' acquiesce in.it," 

îlr. Hoover stated that the Com- 
munist regime in Russia is cliai'n,cter- 
latlcally one of fenr and force. "There 
is an almost total negation of speech 
and ot conscience. , Academic freedom 
and freedom of the 'press" are' n'oii- 
exlstent.'^ -
